Now as to the one flaw in McKinley’s 
record. 


You may have noticed what I said in a 
former letter about the attitude of Colonel 
Medill toward McKinley. There is con- 
siderably more in the great editor’s change 
of front than would appear on the surface 
to one not thoroughly conversant with the 
situation. The blot I refer to is the Mc- 
Kinley bill. The one argument that has 
been made against Major McKinley has 
been that his extreme protection views 
would not meet the approval of the mod- 
erate tariff men in his own party. Now, 
if the governor had talked from this date 
until his election and had protested all 
that time that he possessed moderate 
views on the tariff and that he did not 
care to be judged by the McKinley bill 
Standard, he could not have done as much 
toward eradicating that idea as he has 
by winning over to his support Colonel 
Medill and The Chicago Tribune, for Colo- 
nel Medill, more tham any other man or 
dozen of men, stands as the representative 
of this moderate tariff faction, and if Mc- 
Kinley is acceptable to him all of this 
argument falls away. 

This is why the Medill incident means 
so much to McKinley’s chances, and that 
is one reason why I feel convin¢ced that 
at present he is unquestionably in the 
lead. 

But It Isn’t Certain. 

Of course a little thing may knock him 
out of the coveted prize. The efforts of 
the Reed men to make it appear that he 
is ignoring the negroes may do it, or 
something else may come up which will 
have the same effect. lt is very early 
in the game yet. 

But as it stands, a great many people 
here seem to look at the situation as I do, 
and I believe that the man who is now 
their guest is very likely to be the next 
republican nominee for the great office of 
president of these United States. OHL. 


DEATH SMEPS IN, 


The Skelton Boys Get a Continuance 
Until Next August. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 25.—(Special.) 
When the attorneys on either side of the 
famous Ross-Skelton murder case met at 
Scottsboro, Ala., last week to arrange the 
preliminaries for the trial] of the three 
brothers—James, Walter and Tot Skelton— 
the defense brought up every argument 
and reason of which it could conceive to 
obtain a continuance of the case. But 
Judge Bilbro intimated that he would lis- 
ten to no plea for continuance and the 
Ekeltons had given up all hopes of postpon- 
ing the trial when death stepped in with 
the demise of their sister, Mrs. S. V. Kirby, 
of Little Rock, and interposed a restraining 
bond. Thus, when the case was called this 
morning, a continuance was granted until 
next August in the cause of humanity, as 
the court put it, writing upon the docket: 
“Continued by reasen of death in the fam- 
ily.’’ 

So while the brothers lost a sister, they 
gained by her death at least six months 
more of freedom, 

Mrs. Kirby, it will be remembered, was 
the woman who opened the fatal letter be- 
tween Banker R. C. Ross and Annie Skel- 
ton, nuw Mrs. John Freeman, of Hot 
Springs. Obtaining the other letters, the 
entire correspondence was sent to her 
brothers at Scottsboro, and the killing of 
Ross followed by the brothers at Steven- 
sen February 4th of last year in revenge 
for the wrongs supposably heaped upon 
Miss Skelton by Ross. 

Implicated in the murder was John Skel- 
ton, a cousin. Shortly after being confined 
in jail he escaped. A large reward was of- 
fered for his capture, but nothing wus ever 
heard of him until Saturday, when it was 
reported that he was arrested at Ardmore 
in Indian Territory about the same hour 
that Mrs. Kirby died at Little Rock. 

Mrs. Kirby’s body was interred at Scotts- 
boro today. John Skelton will be brought 
back at once and when the final trial comes 
up in August he and the three brothers 
will hear their fate together. 


TROUBLE IN MANITOBA. 


The Governor-General’s Order Will 
Not Be Obeyed. 

Winnipeg, Manitoba, March 25.—Green- 
way and all his ministers defiantly declare 
that they will resist, to the bitter end, 
the restoration of the Catholic schools. The 
excitement is intense. In the churches yes- 
terday preachers confined their remarks to 
the impending struggle—Protestant preach- 
ers urging Protestants to fight against 
the remedial order issued by the governor 
general of Canada last week, and the 
Catholic clergy appealing to their flocks 
to never give up the fight. 

The Orangemen, of course, are taking 
a hand. Major Stewart Mulvey, grand 
master of the Orangemen said in an inter- 
view: 

“It cost Canada. $8,000,000 to subdue the 
half breeds on the banks of the Saskat- 
chewan, in 188. How many millions will it 
take to make slaves of the people of Man- 
itoba by subjecting them to a Catholic 
hierarchy.” ‘ 

A few. who foresee the consequences are 
urging moderation, but the spirit of fac- 
tion is so fierce that their counsels are 
unheeded. 

Mhe Manitoba legislature is awaiting the 
receipt of the order, which is expected to 
arrive from, Ottawa today. Without 
doubt the legislature will refuse to obey 
it by an overwhelming majority. Then will 
come an open conflict between the provin- 
cial and dominion governments, It seems 
now that if An attempt is made to enfore 
the governor general's order, revolution 
will be inevitable. 


SPURR’S SECOND TRIAL. 


Frank Porterfield Is Back from 
Brooklyn as a Witness. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 25.—(Special.)— 
The second trial of Marcus A. Spurr, pres- 
ident of the defunct Commercial National 
bank, opened here today and Judge W. H. 
Taft, of Cincinnati, presided. A jury was 
easily secured and the evidence of two 
witnesses was heard, but nothing new or 
startling has yet been developed. e sen- 
sational part of the testimony will come 
when Frank Porterfield, formerly cashier 
of the defunct bank, goes on the stand. 
Porterfield is now serving a ten-year term 
in Kings county penitentiary, Brooklyn, for 
his part in the bank failure. His evidence 
is relied on to establish a point not proven 
in Spurr’s former trial, and for want of 
which a mistrial resulted—that when Spurr 
certified the checks of Dobbins & Dazey 
he knew their account was enormously 
overdrawn. Porterfield is here in charge of 
two Brooklyn, officers. A large number of

HASTINGS ENTERS’ 


Quay and Cameron Theost Their Goy- 
ernor in the Race. 
LISTED FOR THE '96 FREE FOR ALL 


He Is Perfectly Willing to Be Put 
Forward as a Candidate. 


IT IS SUSPECTED OF BEING A TRICK 


Chris Magee Is Loosening Senator Quay’s 
Grip on the Republican Machine 
in the Quaker State. 


Philadelphia, Pa,, March 25.—(Special,)— 
An organized fight has been begun in every 
county in the state of Pennsylvania today 
to secure delegates to the next national 
convention of the republican party who 
will vote for Governor Daniel H. Hastings 
for the nomination for president. Senator 
Cameron has joined Senator Quay in his 
efforts to secure a solid delegation for 
Hastings. 

Quay’s action in bringing Hastings out 
as a candidate is only a move to secure 
the delegates to himself and to keep them 
from going over to David Martin and Chris 
Magee, the two rival leaders who are 
quietly setting up an opposition organiza- 
tion throughout the state, which very se- 
riously threatens the existence of the 
Quay machine. Even the governor has re- 
cently shown signs of coquetting with the 
anti-Quay people. It was to keep himself 
in the good graces of the chief executive of 
the state, whose political power now is 
very great, that the ex-chairman of the 
national republican committee has been 
flattering the vanity of Hastings. 

A. M. High, of Reading, who desires to 
be a delegate from Berks county to the 
republican national convention, was here 
today in consultation with Governor Hast- 
ings and his cabinet on the presidential 
question. High is going into the fight as 
an avowed Hastings supporter, and, as 
Berks county will lead off in electing del- 
egates to it, the result will be awaited with 
much interest. There is but very little 
question but that the Pensylvania delega- 
tion at the opening will cast a solid vote 
for Hastings and that Quay will be able 
to juggle the delegates in the final wind up 
to suit himself. 

Thomas C. Platt has worked the same 
game on Governor Levi P. Morton in New 
York, and he will probably have that del- 
egation solid for the governor at the outset. 
Neither Quay nor Platt has any serious 
thought that the presidential lightning will 
Strike either of the two governors, but by 
placing them in the field they have wonder- 
fully tightened their own grip on their re- 
spective state machines, 


LI HUNG’S CONDITION, 


The Ball Entered His Cheek Below the 
EKye—A Very Serious Wound, 

London, March 25.—A Central News dis- 
patch from Tokio says that the wound 
received by Li Hung Chang was much 
more serious than first reports indicated. 
The bullet entered the cheek below the 
eye and the physicians have not yet been 
able to extract it. The candition of the 
Chinese envoy is critical. 

Immediately after hearing of the attacks 
upon Li Hung Chang, the emperor sent 
two of his principal surgeons to attend 
the Chinese envoy and also sent his per- 
sonal aid-de-camp with messages from the 
empress and himself, 

Dr. Sato, the surgeon in attendance upon 
Li Hung Chang, has telegraphed to the 
emperor that the Chinese envoy’s wound 
is in good condition and that there is no 
cause for anxiety regarding the result. 
Li Hung Chang’s assailant is believed to 
be insane. 

Regret at Washington. 

Washington, March 25.—The state de- 
partment officials say nothing has been 
received by the department concerning 
the attempted assassination of Li Hung 
Chang, The regret over his misfortune is 
practically unanimous, for the viceroy’s 
career is familiar to nearly all persons 
connected with diplomatic affairs, and by 
many he was considered to be the greatest 
living diplomatist. According to diplo- 
mats here, there can be no doubt that the 
unfortunate affair will have a marked 
effect on peace negotiations, and that Chi- 
na will reap the benefit. Japan, it is said, 
will make the greatest possible reparation, 
and this may even take the form of being 
liberal in concessions to their adversaries 
in the peace conference. 


CLUBBED AN OLD MAN. 


Frank Smith Hits Old Senator Hut- 
ler with a Cane. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 25.—(Special.)— 
Senator R. R. Butler, the only republican 
member of the penitentiary committee, was 
assaulted while in the office of Comptroller 
Harris this morning by Frank M. Smith, 
the state superintendent of public instruc- 
tion. Some one had told Smith of a remark 
of Butler’s that Smith was running around 
the country instead of attending to his 
business. Smith struck Butler over the 
head with a heavy hickory stick, cutting 
a four-inch gash. The attack aroused con- 
siderable indignation around the capitol. 
Although Butler is a republican, he is per- 
sonally very popular. He is seventy-two 
years of age, while Smith is a very pow- 
erful man in the prime of life. The peni- 
tentiary committee called on Governor Tur- 
ney this afternoon and, through Chairman 
Whitthorne, expressed their indignation at 
the unwarranted attack upon an honorable 
member of their committee. They said 
they would leave it with the governor what 
action he should take. There is some talk 
about his demanding Smith’s resignation.

Wild Scenes at the Meeting of 
the Police Board. 


THE CHIEF AND MAYOR CLASH 


Unprecedented Demoralization and Divis- 
ion Prevail in the Board, 


ALL DAY AND ALL NIGHT SESSION 


The Commissioners Spend the Day 
Examining Applicants. 


AND SPEND THE NIGHT VOTING 


Commissioners Nod and Vote Through the 
Long Watches of the Night—Scenes 
of the Day and Nigbt. 


At 4 o’clock this mcrning the police board 
Was still in session, hopelessly deadlocked, 
after the longest and stormiest session cver 
held by any municipal body in Atlanta. 

The scenes of the session are unprece- 
dented in the city’s history. The wild tur- 
moils*¢of the morning hours, when there 
came near being a violent personal encoun- 
ter between Chief Connolly and Mayor 
Kirg, exceeded in sensationalism anything 
that has ever grown out of local politics 
in Atlanta. 

The board met at 10 o’clock and remained 
continuously in session until the hour of 
going to press this morning. 

The trouble arose over the refusal of 
Commissioners Venable, English and Bran- 
an to recognize Mayor King as chairman. 
Mayor King ordered Chief Connolly to seat 
Mr. Venable. The chief refused. Mayor 
King ordered Connolly to leave the room. 

Then followed the wild scene. Bloodshed 
Seemed imminent. The men were boiling 
with anger and a hundred excited men 
pressed about them on every side. Finally 
quiet Was restored by Chief Connolly leav- 
ing the room; not, however, until he had 
Successfully resisted forcible ejection. 

The board spent from 11 o’clock yester- 
day morning until 8 o‘¢fock last night in- 
specting police applicants. Hundreds were 
inspected. 

At 8 o’clock the balloting for chairman 
commenced. The balloting proceeded with- 
out notable incident all night and was 
still in progress this morning. 

The result cannot be foretold. 

Mayor King will doubtless issue an order 
today deposing Chief Connolly. In this 
case Chief of Detectives Wright will be 
designated chief of police. Chief Connolly 
will pay no attention to the order, so it 
is said. : 

An injunction will be asked for today 
by Commissioners Venable, English and 
Branan to restrain Mayor King from pre- 
siding over the board. The petition was 
drawn last night, but no judge could be 
found. 

Chief Connolly remained in his office at 
the police station all night. 


FROM CALM TO STORM. 


Details of the Most Exciting Day in 
Atlanta’s Municipal History. 

It was shortly before 10 o’clock that Cap- 
tain English, with Commissioners Venable 
and Branan following close behind, made 
his way through the dense crowd of appli- 
cants who swarmed before the station 
house, and entered the double rooms re- 
served for the commissioners. 

“It’s 10 o’clock,’’ said Commissioner Bran- 
an, ‘“‘where’s the rest of the board?’’ 

‘Our chairman is here,’’ said Mr. Venable, 
“We might call things to order and begin 
to transact business. We have three here 
and that constitutes a quorum.” pars peat 

“You're right,”” replied Captain English, 
“but we won't take snap action on them.’’ 

Just then Mayor King, with a pleasant 
smile, turned the Knob and walked in. 
Commissioner Johnson, with a half-smoked 
cigar between his teeth, came in shortly 
afterwards and Captain Brotherton entered 
with a business-like air, saluted the other 
commissioners and dropped in his seat, 
where he remained for hours, silent, pas- 
sive and sphinx-like. 

It was a noticeable fact that Captain 
English took his old seat, the regular seat 
of the chairman, at the head of the table. 
The walnut gavel tied about with the blue 
ribbon lay before him, the ribbon flutter- 
ing as if inviting some one to take hold. 
It was doomed to disappointment, for dur- 
ing the day and night this gavel remained 
untouched. 

Called to Order by King. 


Mayor King sat at the other end of the 
table opposite Captain English. There was 
the fixed look of rigid resolve written on 
the face of every commissioner. 

Mayor King rose. “By virtue of the pow- 
er vested in me by the general council to 
act as temporary chairman of this board,’ 
he said. “I now call the commissioners to 
order and we will proceed with the business 
before us.”’

Commissioner Venable Speaks. 

The members of the board listened at- 
tentively to every word of the resolution. 
As Mr. Venable continued the mayor be- 
gan to bite his lower lip nervously and his 
brow contracted in deep thought... Captain 
Lrotherton learned back in his chair with 
a rather bored look, glancing at the speaker 
from the corner of his eyes. 

“Gentlemen of the board,’ continued Mr. 
Venable when he had finished reading the 
resolution, “I want to say that I offer this 
in no spirit of discord. I have no ill will 
against any one and it is nct my object to 
stir up strife, but I believe this to be 
the right and I shall stick to it. I offer 
this because I know it to be the law. I 
have consulted the best lawyers in this city 
and they all say that the acticn of council 
in passing the Nelms ordinance and placing 
the mayor as temporary chairman was an 
undue assumption of power and illegal.”

Here Maycr King interrupted the speaker 
for a moment. 

“Tet me have that resolution, Mr. Vena- 
ble, please. I want to hand it to the city 
attorney.” 

Mr. Venable handed the paper over and 
the mayor placed it in the hands of Judge 
Anderson, who was by his side. 

Mr. Venable continued: 

“I was saying,” he went on, “that I offer 
this with ro spirit of antagonism to the 
mayor or to any one. I have never tried 
to stir up anger amoung you. For two long 
years I have been the peacetrraker on this 
board. I have done my best to breach all 
chasms and bring together opposing sides. 
I do not want any office. I ask for none 
and I stand here today with no prejudice 
or bias resting on my mind. But I do 
most solemnly protest against the action 
of the council. 

“I say; gentlemen, that you cannot carve 
out to suit the whim and convenience of 
any clique any part or parcel of this city 
code.”’ 

Venable Bids Defiance. 

As Mr. Venable continued his voice rose. 
He began to shoot his forefinger out em- 
phatically. His eyes flashed with feeling. 

“T challenge,’”’ he said, turning toward 
Judge Anderson, “I challenge the city a¢. 
torney to produce one dozen representative 
lawyers in Atlanta to agree with him on 
this ruling about the ordinance of Nelms.

As Mr. Venable took his seat the mayor 
asked Judge Anderson for the resolution.

“] shall rule this resolution of Mr. Vena- 
ble’s out of order,” he said. 

Mr. Venable was on his feet in a flash. 

“You have not the chair,” he said, point- 
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ing his finger at the mayor. I deny that 
you have any right to preside. I am not 
going to submit to any ruling from you. 
You have no authority here.” 

“I Am Chairman,” Says Mr. King. 

At this time Mayor King was studiously 
cool. Interrupting Mr. Venable, he said: ‘‘I 
am now the chairman of this board. I have 
the power given rre by the city council of 
Atlanta.

“IT shall enter this resolution. If necessa- 
ry I shali put it to the board myself.

“I decline to have any resolution put 
here,’’ he said. 

“T shall put it,” retorted Mr, Venable, 

Captain English Heard From. 

Up to this time Captain English had 
remained in his seat at the end of the long 
table, but he was watching every move- 
ment. 

His interruption of the spat between the 
mayor and Mr. Venable was timely. He 
pushed back his chair from the table slow- 
ly, cleared his throat and looked around.

It Was an Afterthought. 

“This action of the council was an after- 
thought. Ah, I know the true meaning of 
it. What was the necessity of passing such 
an ordinance? 

‘‘Had I proven derelict to my duty? Was 
there any complaint against me? Was there 
any confusion in this board? Was there any 
disorder? Why did you meet that morning? 
Mr. Mayor, why did you meet that second 
time, and why did you approve the ordi- 
nance? : 

“Now, sir, I am not willing to accord to 
any one man that Voted for the ordinance 
a higher order of patriotism than I have 
or greater love for this fair city. 

“I can’t see the necessity for this strife. 
Would that wé could settle it. Four years 
have passed and we have had no trouble. 
I have had no one to reward. I have 
treated every man with the utmost fairness 
and kindness. 

“I can’t conceive for the life of me, Mr. 
Mayor, why you shouid have passed such 
an ordinance as this. I do not think that 
you thought that I would do anything 
wrong or dishonorable. I can’t conceive how 
it was that you allowed it to pass. 

“If the council thought to slap me in 
the face I say that they made a mistake— 
they made a grievous error. My record for 
seventeen years is behind me. I will rest 
on that, and I challenge any one to point 
to a single iota in that record where I 
should have cause to regret. I have never 
asked the council for office. I have never 
sought it. I believe that my efforts in be- 
half of the city have been appreciated by 
the people, and these gentlemen make a 
mistake. Mr. Mayor, if they undertake to 
put a foundation like this under us Atlanta 
will be like a house built upon the sand. 

This Action Is Wrong. 

“Now, you have signed this ordinance giv- 
ing you the undue assumption of power. 
You are establishing, Mr. Mayor, a prece- 
dent that will live when you and I have 
passed. away. Good men will not always 
fill your position. Bad men will come anc 
use this as a means to destroy the govern- 
ment of this city and it will fall. 


“So long as this city lasts; so long as the | 


sun shines; so long as I live, I will stake 
my life, my liberty, my all that this action 
of the council is wrong, and I say that if 
you submit it to any five true and upright 
lawyers in this city they will declare that 
it is an undue assumption of power. I 
know that it is wrong and that your ac- 
tion, Mr. Mayor, is wrong. I Say this in 
all kindness.” 
A Question to the Mayor. 

There was a momentary lull as Captain 
English took his seat. Mayor King got 
up. He had started into a sentence about 
the action of the council, when “Captain 
English asked to interrupt. 

“Can I ask you a question?’ he said, ad- 
dressing the mayor.

pending the chief. Should this be dor 
complications undreamed of would arise. 
It is known that the chief would pay noi 
the slighest attention to such an order. 

While he does not say this, he was in 
consultation with several lawyers during 
the night and this was advised. 

Should Chief Connolly retuse to consider 
the mayor's order—then what? 

“IT do not know what | shall do in the 
matter,’’ said Mayor King this morning at 
2 o'clock, during a recess of the board. ‘i 
have not made up my mind. I cannot tel: 
what will come.”’ 

At 2 o’ciock the chief was still in his 
office. 

‘“‘Ican’t say what 1 would do if I was or- 
dered by the mayor to be suspended,” he 
said. ‘I would not like to discuss it.’’ 

Mr. Venable’s Authority. 

During the hours and hours of the sit- 
ting Mr. Venable kept in his hand a sheet 
of paper upon which he said he would stand 
pat until the last. It was a ruling of Judge 
Hopkins concerning the action of the to this 
effect: 

‘Hon. W. H. Venable, Dear Sir—I have 
considered the matter you mentioned to 
me, and will now state my conclusion. 

“The legislature intended by the act of 
1874 to confer absolutely upon the board of 
the commissioners of police the direction 
and control of the police board of the city. 
The intention was to deprive the council 
of any right to interfere directly or indi- 
rectly in the control of the pviice force. 
The chief of police is a charter oflicer; 
all other officers in the force are createa 
by statute and ordinance; but the contro 
of the force, in executing the laws and or- 
dinances, is entrusted to the board. 

“The statute requires the board to keep 
a record of their proceedings, and that 
one of them shall act as clerk; that they 
shall hold a stated meeting meeting each 
month, and such other meetings as the 
public interest may require. These are the 
requirements and limitations imposed upon 
their mode of procedure; all else is left to 
their discretion in the exercise of their 
power. How they shall organize and con- 
duct their business, is a matter for the 
board to determine, and the city council 
has nothing whatever to do with it. 

‘To concede the right to council to inter- 
fére in such matters would be to destroy 
the independence of the board, the very 
thing the legislature had in view in pass- 
ing the law. The council has no power 
to interfere with the mode of electing a 
chairman and secretary or in voting as 
to who shall vote. The mayor, by virtue 
of his office, becomes a member of the 
board by act of the legislature and not 
of the council, and it never was intended 
that council should have the power, under 
any circumstances, to make the mayor or 
any other member of the board the pre- 
siding officer thereof. 

“IT believe the ordinance dated March 18, 
1895, which provides for the organization 
of police commissioners, to be a clear usur- 
pation of power and utterly void. The 
board must determine for itself how it 
will organize. If it should meet with diffi- 
culty in effecting the organization, it must 
solve the problem for itself. The right of 
the city council to interfere can never 
spring from accident. Their power comes 


only from the legislature.

TO ENJOIN MAYOR KING. 


A Petition to Restrain Him from Act- 
ing as Chairman Drawn Up. 
Seeing that no headway was _ possible, 
Commissioner Venable determined on a 
stroke that would quickly bring matters to 
a climax and dispose of the chairmanship 

by law. % 

At the same time he desired to protect 
Chief Cormolly, who had réfused to obey 
Mayor King as to the arresting of Com- 
missioner Venable. In both these proposi- 
tions he had the hearty support of Captain 
English and Commissioner Branan. ,° 

The firm of John Hopkins & Son was 
employed and set to work yesterday after- 
noon to draw up the proper papers to have 
Mayor King enjoined from presiding over 
the board as temporary chairman and to 
restrain him from interfering with Chief 
Connolly in any way whatever. 

The papers were arranged, but when they 
were presented to Judge J. H. Lumpkin, 
of the superior court, he informed Mr. 
Charles Hopkins that he was related to 
Mayor King, they being cousins. Judge 
Clark being out of the city, it was impossi- 
ble to get the papers signed. As both the 
Messrs. Hopkins are now engaged in cases 
in the two divisions of the city court, they 
found it impossible to go to either Griffin 
or Marietta last night. 

The petition is a rather lengthy one, and 
covers all the ground. It states the history 
of the police board and shows the power 
given to it by the law. The petitioners are 
Captain J. W. English, Commissioner W. 
H. Venable and Commissioner J. C. A. 
Branan. It prays that Porter King, mayor, 
be enjoined from acting as temporary 
chairman under the ordinance of the city 
council and that he be restrained from 
interfering with any of the officers of the 
police force.

1, Petitioners are members of the board 
of the commissioners of police of the cit 
of Atlanta. They were duly elected an 
have qualified in the manner prescribed by 
law and have been acting, and are now 
acting, as such commissioners. The other 
two members Of the board are W. H. 
Brotherton and George Johnson. The de- 
fendant, Porter King, is mayor of the city 
of Atlanta, and by authority of his office 
is a member of said board. 

“2. In the year 1874 the legislature of 
the state passed a law which appears in 
the bound yolume of sessional laws of that 
year on pages 116 to 150, inclusive. That 
act was a general charter for the city and 
was designed to organize all the depart- 
‘ments of the city government. Among 
others it created the board of the com- 
missioners of police and provided that that 
‘board should consist of five persons, 
neither of whom should be a member of 
council, the object of the legislature be- 
ing to separate the board, in the manage- 
ment of the police, from the general coun- 
cil, and it was provided that the board, 
when elected and qualified in the manner 
prescribed in said act, should have ex- 
clusive power, and it should be their duty 
to appoint a chief of police and such other 
police officers and policemen as is, or may 
be, prescribed by the city ordinance; that 
they should keep a record of their pro- 
ceedings and that one of the board should 
act as clerk thereof. They are required 
to hold a stated meeting each month and 
such other meetings as the public interest 
may from time to time require, and that 
three should constitute a quorum with 
power to transact business; and it pro- 
vided that they should exercise full di- 
rection and control of the officers and 
members of the police force in conformity 
with the existing laws and ordinances 
and such as might be made applicable to 
the subject. 

“3. The restrictions and limitations thus 
mentioned were the only ones imposed 
upon the exercise of their power for the 
mode of conducting their business. 

“4. After the passage of the act of 1874 
an act was passed making the mayor an 
ex-officio member of the board. The 
board has always, up to this time, elected 
its chairman and has exercised the powers 
conferred upon it by the charter according 
to the rujes and regulations adopted by the 
board. 

“5. On the 18th of March, 1895, the mayor 
and general council of the city of Atlanta 
adopted an ordinance, a true copy of which 
is hereto attached, marked exhibit ‘A.’ 
That ordinance was approved by defendant, 
King, as mayor. It provides that the 
mayor shall be and shall act as chairman 
of the board of police commissioners at the 
next regular, adjourned or called meeting 
and until 
the board is reorganized, and that when 
the mayor is acting as chairman he sh 
appoint a secretary pro tem, to serve until 
his successar is duly elected, and it fur- 
ther provides that at the next regular, ad- 
journed or called meeting of the board it 
shall be their duty to reorganize said 
board by the election of a chairman, chair- 
man pro tem. and secretary, and that 
when such organization is effected it shall 
continue until the first meeting of said 
beard occurring after the election of a 
police commission in March, 1896, and an- 
nually thereafter, when the board shall 
be reorganized as was provided in that or- 
dinance, and that the mayor should dis- 
charge all duties of chairman while acting 
chairman. And it further provides that in 
voting the chairman, chairman pro tem. 
and acting chairman shall be entitled to 
vote on all questions, without reference 
to any question of a tie vote, the intent be- 
ing to provide that each member of the 
board should have a right to cast but one 
vote in any event. 

‘6. In pursuance of that ordinance the 
defendant, King, has assumed to act as 
chairman and is now acting as chairman 
of the board, notwithstanding the protest 
of petitioners. 

“7, Under the rules adopted by the 
board the chairman is the chief executive 
officer of the board, and when the board 
is not in. session he is to represent them 
on all matters and emergencies that may 
arise where the same are not fully pro- 
vided for in the rules governing the police 
department. Other powers are conferred 
upon him by the rules. 

“8 On tthis day there was a meeting of 
the board. Petitioners believing that the 
board had the right to organize itself 
without interference of the city council, 
put a vote to the members of the board 
protesting against the usurpation of power 
by the defendant, King, and your pe- 
titioner, Venable, offered a resolution, a 
copy of which is hereto attached marked 
exhibit ‘B.’ When it was offered petitioner 
proposed to address the board on_ the 
subject of the resolution and the defendant, 
King, refused to allow him to do 80. Pe- 
titioner insisted oh his right to do so and 
defendant then ordered the chief of police 
to arrest your petitioner, Venable, and 
seat him. That the chief refused to do 
and your petitioners have been informed 
that it is the intention of defendant. King. 
to pass an order suspending said chief of 
police. He has assumed the authorjty to 
order the chief of police from the room 
where the board meets and has sum- 
moned the city marshal for a posse to 
enforce his order. 

“9 Petitioners charge that the ordinance 
above referred to is unauthorized by the 
charter of the’ city and that it is null 
and void. They charge that by a proper 
construction of the law the city cowncil 
has no power whatever to interfere with 
the organizatian of the board, or to de- 
termine who shall be chairman of it, 
either temporarily or permanently, and 
that under this ordinance and the pro- 
ceedings had by defendant, King, the city 
and council in this matter have usurped 
the powers of the board which are con- 
ferred upon it by the charter.

‘11. Petitioners pray that Porter King

WHAT CHIEF CONNOLLY SAYS. 


He Was Never Before Called Upon to 

Participate in a Board Meeting. 

It was expected during the entire after- 
noon and up to midnight last night that 
Mayor King would suspend Chief Connolly 
yesterday. In fact, Mayor King intimated 
as much to Chief of Detectives Wright. He 
stated to Captain Wright that he desired 
to have a conference with him as soon a5 
possible. The meeting of the board, of 
course, detained the mayor, and up to ¢ 
o’clock this morning he had not had a sec- 
ond talk with the chief of detectives. 

Chief Connolly has not had much to say 
for publication. He left the meeting of the 
board and went to his office, where he re- 
mained during the afternoon and all last 
night. He took his dinner and supper 
there. He received a number of telegrams 
and held a conference with Superintendent 
Hulbert, of the express company, regard- 
ing Coleman. 

“IT do not care to say much,” said Chief 
Connolly last night. “I did what I thought 
was right. I have been attending the meet- 
ings of the police board for a number of 
years and have never before been called 
upon to take part in its proceedings in 
such a manner as I was today. It was 
extrernely embarrassing. 

“It is not within my province to decide 
who shall govern the board, and I had no 
right to recognize any one as chairman 
until that matter was decided. Mr. Vena- 
ble is my superior officer and I could not, 
therefore, interfere with him. I have 
nothing to say to Mayor King, or of him, 
except that I do not believe that he treat- 
ed me properly in this matter.”

Hundreds of Applicants Examined by 
the Board. 

Four times as many men as are needed 
to make-up the police force of the city 
were examined as to their fitness for posi- 
tions yesterday morning, afternoon and 
night. 

While the board was passing through its 
turmoil of excitement the sidewalk in 
front of the police station and the hall- 
ways of the big building were thronged 
with applicants who wanted places. After 
the excitement was all over the board be- 
gan quietly examining the candidates. 

They were of many classes, of many 
types, with past histories, good and bad, 
bright and sad. 

The applicants were put through the 
usual formula. A dozen of them would be 
let into the anteroom at atime. Assistant 
Chief of Police Wright would call out 
the names of the men. Singly they would 
go before the board. 

“Write your name,” the mayor would 
‘gay. The handwriting would be examined 
by the commissioner nearest by. Next the 
candidate would be required to read a 
few lir@ from the city code. Each man 
was asked his age, his calling and his pres- 
ent occupation. All were put through the 
same round of questioning. 

“I have never seen better timber for a 
force,” said Captain English. ‘“‘There are 
enough good men here to make up three 
splendid forces from.” 

The examination was not concluded until 
a late hour. Several hundred applicants 
were examined. 


TRAGEDY NEAR TUSKEGEE. 


John Christian and His Son Shoot 
Three Riddle Brothers. 
Tuskegee, Ala... March 2.—Yesterday 
about dusk a shooting scrape occurred near 
Armstrong chapel, eight miles from here, 
which resulted in the killing of Seab Rid- 
die, dangerously wounding his brother, 
Charley, and wounding Andrew, aged eight, 
in the leg. The parties who did the kill- 
ing are Captain John Christain and his son, 
William, who are now in jail. Both families 
have been on unfriendly terms for some 
time. It seems from what could be learn- 
ed of William’s statement, that he was 
letting down the fence near Riddle’s cow 
pen, when the young men came up and 
ordered him off. He went home and told 
his father what had occurred and both arrmi- 
ed themselves with guns and returned. On 
seeing then approach the Riddle boys com- 
menced firing and they returned the fire 
with the above result. The Riddle boys 
stated that they were not armed; that they 
were shot for nothing, and did not know 
Christain and his son were near until 
they sprang out and commenced firing at 
them. No arms were found on the Riddles 
by several who were there immediatly af- 
ter the killing. Andrew, it is said, with his 
sister, preceded his father and mother, 
after hearing the report of the guns, and 
started towards his brothers, when one 
of the Christian men said: ‘‘There’s anoth- 

er. Shoot him.” 
The grand jury will probably investigate 
the case next week.

The Officials Robbed the Stockholders 
on a Wholesale Plan. 

Chicago, Ill, March 25.—The report of 
the experts who have been investigating 
the whisky trust accounts, states that a 
discrepancy of $1,924,120 exists, which is 
chargeable to the manipulations of the 
officers and directors of the company. The 
report is very sensational. 

The report says an effort was made to 
hide the discrepancy by erasures on the 
books of the company. This is only one of 
the many items which Receiver McNulta 
says he will endeavpr to collect by law from 
the old officers and directors of the Distill- 
ing and Cattle Feeding Company. The ex- 
pert’s report covers a period ending March 
31, 1892, and throws no light on the subse 
quent transactions, It is in 1893 and 1894 
that the greatest irregularities are expected 
to be discovered.

Friedrichsruhe, March 2%.—Prince Bis- 
marck received the members of the Prus- 
sian diet and many members of the reich- 
stag today. The members of the Prussian 
lower house were the first to arrive. They 
were welcomed by Count Herbert Bir- 
marck, who asked them to wait at the 
station for the arrival of the members of 
the upper house. In the meantime, Gen- 
eral Count von Waldersee, in the uniform 
of the Uhlans, grouped a small circle of 
distinguished persons about him on the 
platform. Count Bismarck, while busying 
himself with the assistance of Count Lim- 
berg, in completing the arrangements for 
the conveyance of the visitors to the cas- 
tle, evoked great laughter by remarking 
“Ags the reichstag are not here officially, 
they must travel in ordimary carriages 
and not in saloons.” 

Count von Waldersee called out for some 
bimetallists to complete his group and Dr. 
Arendt, the eminent exponent of bimetal- 
lism, was found and dragged before Count 
von Waldersee, who placed him in position 
and the group, which included Dr. Stor- 
ker, was photographed. Suddenly there 
was a cry, 

“Bismarck comes!” 

And to the intense surprise of all the 
old chancellor appeared upon the platform 
quite unexpectedly and contrary to pro- 
gramme. The prince was attired in a full 
general’s uniform, with cuirass and hel- 
met. He wore a long gray cloak and car- 
ried a walking stick, though he did not 
use it. He walked erect and with a firm 
step. He was attended by his chief fores- 
ter, Von Lange, and Count  Stolberg. 
Everybody rushed towards him and the 
prince said in a loud tone: 

“Gentlemen, welcome to Lauenberg.” 

To some who were nearest to him, he 
remarked: “High hats and white ties are 
unwonted sights in the Saxon forest. We 
are rural! here.”’ 

Councilor Kleinschmid, a member of the 
said to the prince: “The mem- 
bers of the reichstag have not yet arrived.” 

“What,” said the ex-chancellor, “are 
they permitted to come?’ 

This remark created great laughter. 

Just then the train conveying the mem- 
bers of the reichstag arrived, and Prince 
Bismarck was driven to the castle, the 
members walking. 

The entire delegatign assembled around 
the terrace on the lawn. Count Stolberg, 
Herr von Koeller, Prussian minister of the 
interior, and ex-President von Levetzow 
walked through the castle to the terrace, 
where each made a short speech of con- 
gratulation, to which Prince Bismarck re- 
plied in a clear voice: 

“Accept my warmest thanks for the 
honor you have rendered me. It is to me 
the highest distinction to see such a noble 
assemblage united here. I should be 
ashamed if the honor was not for the work 
I have done, not for my person only. The 
credit for the present results achieved I 
share with those co-operating with me, 


who are now dead, and above all with my. 


greatly worshiped good master under whom 
I worked so long.’’ 
Bismarck Wept. 

Here the aged ex-chanecellor§ stopned 
speaking and cried bitterly, the assembly 
in the meantime being greatly affected. 

Regaining his composure somewhat the 
prince resumed his remarks in a _ voice 
choked with emotion. 

“What,” he said, “could I have done 
without his aid and that of his powerful 
army? I would have stuck in the same 
bog that fustrated all previous attempts 
at German unity. Our dynasties, thank 
God, are still powerful in their countries— 
(cheers)—and especially the king of Prus- 
sia is able to put a powerful army into 
the service of national! interest. This was 
the aim at Frankfort-on-the-Main and I 
have always followed it since. ' 

‘‘Thanks to our Emperor William I and 
his federal sovereigns, more was done than 
any diplomat could do. If the emperor 
had not ordered the mobilization of the 
armies in 1866-70 what would have become 
of Germany? Some one (meaning Profes- 
sor Virchow) has said that my actions did 
not impress him well. He and his party 
never impressed me as adding strength to 


the country. The dynasties fought harder , 


with each other than any of the parliamen- 
tary factions fought. We fought Bavaria 
and Saxony, yet when the need arose we 
grasped each other’s brother’s hand and 
marched together against the common foe. 
Among the parliamentary factions the dis- 
sension is deeper and more heated, and 
common action seems precluded. Federated 
governments prove to be better for the 
people than parliamentary factions. With 
federal governments national interests 
all about other considerations. As long as 
we can rely upon this true national feeling 
of our princes I shall not be alarmed for 
the future of the empire. I wish this feel- 
ing were more strongly expressed by the 
diets of the German states. We Prussians, 
the Bavarians and the Saxons, though 
having different diets, are always Germans, 
and not like the inhabitants of Sweden and 
Norway, distinct peoples. 


THE DEATH ROLL. 


Richmond, Va., March 25.—(Special.)—Mr. 
John C. Shafer, for many years the leading 
merchant tailor of Richmond and a man of 
considerable wealth, is dead, having ex- 
pired quite suddenly. Mr. Shafer was sev- 
enty-five years old and a native of Germany. 
Fifty years ago he came to Richmond with 
Major Lewis Ginter, the wealthy cigarette 
manufacturer. They had known each other 
intimately, and after reaching here board- 
ed together for some time. Their almost 
brotherly relations continued until Mr. 
Shafer’s death. The deceased began life here 
as a merchant and conducted a thriving 
business up to the time he sold out. Mr. 
Shafer was worth a quarter of a million.

THROUGH THE STRAITS OF MAGELLAN 


———— 


From Valparaiso He Sails for the Western 
Coast—A Picturasque but Expen ive 
Trip—He Oarriesa Kodak. 


| Montevideo, February 17.—(Special Corre- 
ee have taken & very interest- 
picturesque sea trip on the English 
steamer Orcana, of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, starting from Valparaiso, 
Chile, and Sailing through the straits of 
Magellan to Montevideo. The distance is 
ele miles, for which the company charges 
£30 of English gold, equivalent in Valpa- 
raiso under the premium, to $157.50 of United 
States gold. The trip with the slow boat

comfortable place without accommodations 
for which men, women and children are 
charged $2 in gold a day each. Itisa quar- 
antine for revenue. As cholera winds up in 
two or three days, the needlessness of such 
long quarantines is patent. And it is a 
very serious interference with trade. 

Valparaiso is a picturesque city of over 
100,000 people. It is growing rapidly. It has 
a big future. It covers much ground, and 
has three, stations for the railroad enter- 
ing it. It does a large business. It is 
the chief seaport of the Pacific coast of 
South America and represents a republic 
nearly six times as large as Georgia. In 
1891 it had 3,000,000 of people; in 1890 it dia 
$136,000,000 of foreign trade. It now is al- 
most connected by rail direct with the At- 
lantic ocean, It is one of the important 
commercial cities of the South American 
continent. 

Santiago has a large local business and 
magnificent stores, but does no wholesaling, 
Valparaiso being the place for the jobbing. 

Valparaiso has some beautiful scenic 
features, The océan on one side and pic- 
turesque hills on the other give the city 
a great charm. There is as lovely a park 
on the main street as I have ever seen. 
These city parks or plazas, as they are 
called in all the cities of South America, 
are very attractive. In the evenings the 
people flock to them, when they are brill- 
iantly lighted and bands play until a late 
hour. 

The fact is that the South Americans 
have reduced cheap pleasure to a science, 
and made amusement a fine art. This fea- 
ture of South American civilization has 
impressed me particularly. I was fortun- 
ate in Valparaiso to have Mr. and Mrs. 
Dobbs, whom our Atlanta and Marietta 
people know so well and favorably, to in- 
troduce me to the attractions of Valparaiso. 

The trip around the South American cone 
tinent is very interesting. As the ship nears 
the southern point, the sea gets rougher 
from tie concentration of currerts and wa- 
ters against the land towards the south 
pole. We had it very pleasant. The tem- 
perature is much milder than at the same 
latitude near the north pole. The same 
climatic cold and storm do not prevail 
here as in the northern ‘continent. 

The strait of Magellan is 330 miles 
through from ihe Pacific to the Atlantic. 
We pass in sight of the extreme southern 
point of South America, a distinct eminence 
ribboned with snow, which I took with iny 
kodak. I have become a kodak fiend on 
tris trip. The strait varies in width from 
a very narrow strip of water to cver four- 
teen miles. It is bordered with ridges of 
mountains of every shape. Some of the 
scenes are striking. The ‘“‘Narrows’’ are 
full of scenic impressiveness. There are 
some wrecked ships here and there. 

Punta Arenas is the seaport of the strait 
°00 miles from the Pacific and 130 from the 
Atlantic. The country back of it rises 
evenly and prettily to a ridge. The town 
is the seaport of the Chilean sheen and 
wool region. The big wool trade is building 
up “Punta Arenas,’ or “Sandy Point,”’ as 
it means in English, very rapidly. It has 
now 3,000 people. I noticed four ocean 
steamers there.- The houses are small and 
low and there are no trees in Ahe place. 
The houses are some white and some red, 
and the place looks like a toy village. The 
“Orcana’”’ took on a large load of baled wool 
and some bags of minerals, 

One English company has leased for 
twenty years 600,000 acres of pasture land, 
and is raising sheep on a vast scale. An 
Englishman came down on the ship to start 
a branch of an English bank there. There 
are many opportunities for capital in this 
and other South American countries, 

These countries have been very kind to 
the Atlanta exposition. I have managed 
to catch their congresses in session and 
closed matiers. Argentine’s $25,000 exhibit 
aid Chile’s $10,000 appropriation evince their 
earnestness practically. : 

I have hai to take up the Spanish lan- 
guage and have made very fair prcegress in 
it. I read it now enough to skim the news 
rapidly in the Spanish papers, and manage 
to make myself understood in talking. The 
great difficulty is in distinguishing what 
they say, as they speak so fast. But I 
request them to speak more slowly and 
articulate distinctly and thus get on tolera- 
bly well for an antediluvian beginner.

Up to last night sixteen trains daily went 
in and out over both roads.

SUES A RIVAL COMPANY. 


The Imperial Baking Powder Com- 
pany Sues the Price Company. 

Savannah, Ga., March 25.—(Special.)— 
The Imperial Baking Powder Company, of 
this city, has entered an attachment suit 
for libel in the city court here against 
the Price Baking Powder Company for 
$10,000 damages. The damages are claimed 
on acecotint of an alleged publication in 
papers in Florida and elsewhere classing 
the Imperial powder among alum powders. 
The charge, it is claimed, is false and un- 
founded. 

Six hundred baies of cotton on the Savan- 
nah, Florida and Western railroad wharf 
were damaged by fire this afternoon. The 
cotton was ready for loading and was 
about to be put on shipboard. The dam- 
age is about 50 per cent. The total loss is 
estimated at $2,000 to $2,500. The fire is sup- 
posed to have started from sparks from 
a locomotive or passing steamship.

The 
charge was made that he attempted to in- 
fluence a number of white clerks to com- 
bine to report errors of a colored delivery 
clerk and to protect themselves, the pur- 
pose being to secure the negro’s dismissal, 
The charge was also made that a con- 
spiracy was formed to rid the office of 
the Catholic clerks, but this was denied 
and the postoffice authorities have been 
unable to get at further facts.

Why Howard Jaffray Asked for the 
Appointment of a Receiver. 

New York, March 26.—The old dry goods 
house of E. 8. Jaffray & Co., 360 Broad- 
way, is in the hands of receivers, not be- 
cause of any financial embarrassments, 
but simply because Howard 8. Jaffray, the 
senior member of the firm, thought this 
the most advantageous method:of winding 
up the estate of his father, the late E. 8. 
Jaffray. The proceedings were begun last 
week and carried on as secretly as possi- 
ble, to. avoid any misconstruction of the 
firm’s intention. The papers were submit- 
ted to Judge Morgan J. O’Brien, of the 
supreme court, and Saturday night he 
granted the motion. 

Judge O’Brien appointed as receivers, 
James G. Cannon, vice president of the 
Fourth National bank; A. D. Juilliard, 
senior member of the dry goods firm of 
A. D. Juilliard & Co., of 66 Worth street, 
and Howard 8. Jaffray. The appointment 
was snade after court heurs, so that the 
papers will not be filed until today. Re- 
ceivers qualified today and the winding 
up of the affairs of the firm will be begun 
immediately, as Mr. Jaffray is anxious to 
get through with it.

THE THEATER WAR. 


Klaw & Erlanger Secure the New Ma- 
sonic Theater at Nashville. 

Nashville, Tenn., March 25.—(Special.)— 
Colonel A. L. Erlanger, of the firm of Klaw 
& Erlanger, closed a deal here today by 
which his firm secured a lease on the new 
Masonic theater here. Klaw & Erlanger 
have been lessees of the Vendome, but re- 
fused to renew their lease because of the 
obnoxious stockholders’ boxes, the owners 
of stock having control of all the boxes of 
the theater. Henry Greenwall, the New 
Orleans manager, then stepped in and took 
the Vendome. It looked as if the rival firm 
might be shut out of Nashville, but today’s 
deal gives them a eplendid theater.

SITUATION AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Troops Will Be Kept in Armories Un- 
til Needed. 

New Orleans, March 25.—There has been 
very little change in the levee situation. 
At a late hour last night the governor de- 
cided that troops should not be sent to the 
river front, but should be held in the arm- 
ories, the intention being to test the feel- 
ing among the laboring classes. If there 
is no trouble, it is probable that the mili- 
tary will be entirely withdrawn in a day 
or two.

to every man except those who might 
hope to be beneficiaries of such cen- 
duct. 

It is useless for us to endeavor to point 
out who was right and who was wrong 
vesterday—the speak for 
themselves. 

We frankly admit that the develop- 
ments Were net unexpected to us. It 
is the natural result of the action of the 
council in hastily considering and pass- 


proceedings 


ing the ordinance designating a chair- 


man of the board of police commission- 


ers. We say ‘this in all kindness, for 
men whom we hold in the highest es- 
teem, as members of the council, voted 
for the ordinance; nevertheless, it was 
not the right thing to do, nor the right 
time to do it if it were the right thing 
to do. The board of police commission- 
ers was organized for the sole and ‘sin- 
gle purpose of taking the management 
of the police entirely out of the hands 
of the city council. The police board is 
not a creature of the city council. The 
same power that created the city coun- 
cil created the board of com- 
missioners. It is a co-ordinate branch 
of the city government, created by law 
for the special purpose of taking any 
and all power from the city council so 
far as it relates to the selection of the 
officers of the department. The mayor 
was not originally an ex-officio member 
of the board, and he was added by an 
amendatory act to the charter several 
years after the board had been created. 

But outside of all this, who ever heard 
of one body, separate and distinct in its 
duty, selecting a chairman for another 
body? Suppose the house of representa- 
tives failed to elect a speaker. Would 
the senate say after one ballot: “We 
are afraid the state will suffer and you 
must let the governor act until you can 
agree?’ One proposition to our mind is 
just as untenable as the other. 

It is needless to continue argument on 
this line. It seems to be all on one side. 

The council should meet promptly and 
fully consider the situation. There is 
no time now to dilly-dally, and to wait 
to see if the situation will not right ft- 
self. Let the members of the city coun- 
cil who are looking for the best inter- 
ests of the city come together and en- 
deavor to save the city from ‘the morti- 
fication that will follow a repetition of 
yesterday's scenes. Keep this matter 
out of the courts and let the police com- 
missioners have time to cool off. 

Mayor King owes this much to the 
city, and we believe he will acquiesce 
in it. We do not blame him for carry- 
ing out the instructions of the council. 
We do blame the council for putting him 
in such a position. 

Mayor King was elected without op- 
position at a time when it was well un- 
derstood that the office required the ser- 
vices of one of the best equipped men 
in the city. We do not believe what his 
enemies charge, that he will permit him- 
self to be put in the attitude of a com- 
mon heeler for this man, or that man, 
or the other man. We do not believe 
he will stand by and see the courts pass 
on what ought to be done for the city’s 
good, because of a wrangle about who 


police 


If he does we are 
sadly mistaken in the man. 

What we have said is done for At- 
lanta’s good. If it hurts either side it 
is because the truth hurts. If our com- 
nent was not intended to be for the 
good of the city, for which we have 
struggled in season and out of season, 
we would pass the event without criti- 
cism, for we dislike to emphasize such

Railways in Mexico, 

The New York Financial Chronicle 
prints the annual report of President 
Raoul, of the Mexican National railway, 
and devotes a special article to the sub- 
ject. 

“Unlike the roads in the United 
States,” says The Financial Chronicle, 
“the Mexican roads were able to en- 
large their revenues during the calendar 
year 1894, and thus occupied a much 
more fortunate position than our own 
roads. Of course, the adverse business 
conditions prevailing in this country 
reacted to some extent upon trade in 
Mexico, and the traffic affected by the 
low rate of exchange resulting from the 
depreciation of silver also suffered, but 
on the other hand, the local or internal 
traffic continued to increase, and that 
has served to counterbalance the losses 
in the other items, and made it possible 
for the roads to enlarge the totals of 
their earnings.” 

There you have it in black and white. 
The Financial Chronicle tries to tell 
the whole truth, but it tells only a part 
of it. Nevertheless the part that it does 
tell ought to set our business men to 
thinking. The important fact to be con- 
sidered is that under the single gold 
standard the local or internal trade of 
the United States has been practically 
paralyzed—the most complete depres- 
sion having followed the sudden shrink- 
age in values and fall of prices—where- 
as, just across the Rio Grande, where 
the single silver standard prevails, the 
local or internal trade of Mexico has 
been and is now booming. It is so brisk 
that the Mexican railroads are able to 
show an increase in their earnings even 
after paying their tixed charges in gold. 
Their ability in this matter is in striking 
contrast to the condition of the rail- 
ways of the United States, where the 
single gold standard prevails. During 
the year 1894, which was a prosperous 
one for the Mexican roads, the railways 
of the United States lost $200,000,000 as 
compared with 1892! 

In the paragraph which we have 
quoted from The Financial Chronicle 
that paper alludes to the “depreciation” 
of silver. That there has been no de- 
preciation fn silver is shown by the fact 
that the Mexican silver dollar has slight- 
ly increased its purchasing power in- 
stead of losing a part of it. It will buy 
now what it bought in 1873—which was 
a little more than the American gold dol- 
lar would buy at that time. It will buy 
now what it would buy in 1890. There- 
fore, there can have been no “deprecia- 
tion” of silver. If there had _ been, 
prices in Mexico would have increased 
in proportion to the depreciation of the 
money metal. 

Consequently, sensible people know 
that the change that has taken place 
is really an increase in the value of the 
gold dollar—an increase of its purchas- 
ing power. This increase in the value 
of the gold dollar is at the expense of 
the value of the products of the people’s 
Inbor. As the dollar increases in value 
the staple commodities decrease in 
value. The people get less and less for 
their labor, and the gold sharks more 
and more for their money. In this way 
the gold sharks incrense their wealth at 
the expense of the people’s prosperity. 

The difference between the prosperity 
of the Mexican Milways and the trans- 
portation lines in the United States is 
the difference between the value of the 
products of the people’s labor. The 
difference between the business activity 
of Mexico and the trade depression in 
the United States is the difference be- 
tween the dollar that permits the people 
to get fair returns for the products of 
their labor and the dollar that puts all 
the profits in the pockets of the money 
sharks, 

So far as Mexico is concerned, the so- 
called depreciation of silver is simply 
an increase in the premium on gold, and 
as the premium acts as a protective tariff 
and stimulates all kinds of industries 
and enterprises the Mexican National 
rsilway finds it impossible to operate 
its shops successfully on the north of 
the Rio Grande, and steps have been 
taken to transfer the Texas plant -to 
Mexico. All that the road has lest by 
the diminution of its import traffic has 
been more than made up by the increase 
of internal trade. 

The Constitution is in favor of bimet- 
allism—free coinage at the mints for 
both gold and _ silver—but it does not 
hesitate to say that if we are to choose 
finally between gold monometallism and 
silver monometallism, it infinitely pre- 
fers the latter. There can be no prosper- 
ity under present conditions. There may 
be upward flurries of prices and values, 
but there can be no real prosperity, no 
substantial progress under the single 
gold standard. 
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Argentine Wheat. 

lifteen years ago Argentina was com- 
pelled to import 177,000 ‘tons of wheat, 
whereas, in 1893, she exported 1,000,000 
tons and last year 1,500,000 tons. The 
actual cost of producing a bushel of 
wheat in that country is about 25 cents. 
but Argentina is .enabled to produce 
the wheat at this price by reason of the 
high premium on gold. 

The British vice consul in that coun- 
try, in his report to the foreign office, 
says that a sudden fall in the premium 
on gold might at one blow extinguish 
the profit on the Argentine wheat trade. 
Argentina is not oppressed by the single 
gold standard. The currency system is 
on a paper basis, and the higher the 
premium on gold, the greater the profits 
of the Argentine wheat grower. 

The London Financial News, Wiscuss- 
ing this question, consoles itself with 
the remark that “there seems little pros- 
pect, either immediate or remote, of 
such a fall in the gold premium as 


would rob Argentine wheat of the ad- 


scenes in any city as occurred yesterday 


‘but its adoption 


vantage it has in the world’s markets.” 
There is only one way by which the 
value of gold can be reduced so.as to 
place American farmers on an equal 
footing in the world’s markets with the 
wheat of Argentina and’ the cotton of 
India, and that is to open the mints of 
the United States to the free coinage of 
silver. This would have the effect not 
only of causing a decline in the value 
of gold, but would increase the com- 
mercial value of silver to $1.29 an ounce, 
and give the people of this country an 
ndvantage in the markets of the world 
that no European nation could obtain 
without adding to the value of silver. 
The London Financial News doesn’t 
think that an international monetary 
couference will amount to anything, 
and it is right.. The remedy is with the 
people of the United States. When 
they take the initiative and begin to 
reap the advantages of adding to the 
value of their products, the European 
nations will follow their lead. 
Thereforé, forward with the silver 
crusade! Let the people organize in 
behalf of bimetallism and prosperity! 
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Bull Markets Kverywhere. 

In a recent interview Mr. H. C. Fisk, 
of the big New York firm of Harvey 
Fisk & Sons, is quoted as saying that 
the financial atmosphere is rapidly 
clearing. . 

Mr. Fisk says that the great staples 
are advancing in all the markets of the 
world, and business in all lines is show- 
ing unmistakable signs of permanent 
improvement. 

Many financiers and merchants in our 
great centers talk in the same strain, 
and there is a growing impression that 
we have reached the turning point, and 
are now slowly’ traveling up grade 
again. Some say that this is due to the 
fact that we bave reached the very bot- 
tom of low prices, and that m the na- 
ture of things a reaction had to come. 
Others hold that the expected re-estab- 
lishment of bimetallism makes money 
easier, and stimulates industry and com- 
merce. 

But just now the people are more in- 
terested in results than in causes. If 
they can have a reyival of business and 
an era of general prosperity they will 
gladly reap the harvest without waiting 
to analyze the conditions which pro- 
duce it. 

It is gratifying to find so many ex- 
perienced business men predicting bet- 
ter -times. When they: all indulge in 
this sort of talk confidence will return, 
and one dollar will do the work of two 
in a*period of distrust and depression. 
Let the prophets of good times go 
ahead. 
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Boston Still Leads, 

Boston will not down. In literature, 
politics and great reforms ghe is still 
us original and progressive as of yore. 

At the last meeting of the Boston city 
council Mr. Lane, one of the members, 
introduced a resolution recommending 
an Official standard or test for measur- 
ing inebriety. ‘The resolution was re- 
ferred to the police department. Coun- 
cilman Lane made a speech in which 
he ealled attention to the difficulty of 
determining when a man is drunk. He 
said: 


It is my idea that the test should be to 
make every person brought into a station 
house on the charge of intoxication walk a 
chalk line or spell certain words. If he is 
unable to walk the required line or spell 
the words correctly, then that should be 
sufficient reason for locking him up on the 
charge of drunkenness. At present it is a 
very easy matter for a policeman to lock a 
man up if he has a grudge against him, and 
I don’t believe it is right for a policeman 
to have the power to lock a man up who is 
able to take care of himself, although he 
has been drinking. I offered the order in 
good faith, and I am not surprised that it 
is causing some amusement. 

Some of the lizht-minded members of

A Look Forward. 

Senator Chandler, of New Hampshire, 
who still lingers in Washington, watch- 
ing our complications with England 
growing out of the troubles in Venezue- 
ln and Nicaragua, looks for serious re- 
sults if the British attempt to seize ter- 
ritory in those two countries. 

The senator regards war between the 
United States and Great Britain as a 
grave possibility within the next quar- 
ter of a century. In that event the 
weakness of our navy will compel us to 
make a foreign alliance. To what great 
power shall we turn? Unquestionably 
to Russia. The United States and Rus- 
sia are natural allies, because they are 
not colonizing nations, and it is to their 
interest to prevent England from over- 
running the civilized countries’ of the 
globe. Russia and this country hold 
that there is a point where European 
civilization must cease. That point is 
marked by the difference between the 
seizure of territory which may be called 
savage, and territory which is civilized 
or semi-civilized. Siam and Madagascar 
are such countries, while Africa belongs 
to the former class. 

The Monroe doctrine cannot be ex- 
tended to the const of Africa. As Sena- 
tor Chandler puts it: 


Under the Munroe doctrine we cannot 
permit Great Britain or France or CGer- 
many to override any independent govern- 
Inent upon this continent. It is the broader 
problem of civilizing the world that would 
bring us, or ought to bring us, in‘o con- 
flict with the colonizing nations of Furupe 
when they undertake to seize countries 
which are reaching civilization by their 
own inherent processes. It is one thing to 
take possession of a wilderness, inhabited 
by savages, to make that wilderness bloom, 
so as to add to the wealth and happiness 
«f the world. It iz quite another thing to 
use the superiority of brute force to seize 
lands and agricultural and mineral wealth 
belonging to a pevple who are working 
their own way toward the higher stages of 
humen exister:ce. 

These views will doubtless have 


weight, because they come from an ex- 
secretary of the navy, and because they 
reflect American sentiment. Under the 
present administration we may not in- 
augurate a vigorous foreign policy, and 
we may even submit to Spanish inso- 
lence and British aggression, but such 
a timid policy cannot last. The ‘time is 
coming when England will boldly plant 
her guns where she can control the 
Nicaraguan canal, and when this occurs 
the United States will be forced, in 
sheer self-defense, to draw the sword. 
When that day comes it is to be hoped 
that the administration then in power 
will not be handicapped by any embar- 


rassing partnerships with the British 
Shylocks who are now controlling our 
financial, domestic and foreign policy. 
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Spare the Trees. 

It is to be regretted that the street 
committee has ordered the shade trees 
on Pryor street to be cut down. 

While this is necessary in localities 
where there is to be a change of grade, 
many citizens claim that it is not neces- 
sary in other localities where the grade 
will remain unchanged. Many of the 
trees have been set out and cared for at 
considerable expense to the residence 
owners. They add to the beauty of the 
street and make it more comfortablesto 
those who enjoy the shade. To cut these 
trees-down where there is no change of 
grade, simply to make the street uni- 
form, will make a hot, glaring highway 
that will be very uncomfortable in the 
suramer months. 

It is a pity to have to cut down any 
of the trees, but if some can be spared 
without injury to the public, by all 
means let them stand. Well-shaded 
residence streets are an ornament to 
any city. 
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One Outcome of Hard Times. 

The Kansas City Times deprecates so 
much belligerent talk in our newspa- 
pers. It says: m 

The truth of the matter is that the 
American people want war. It doesn’t 
matter much in what direction the guns are 
pointed so that they are fired off and make 
a noise. Spain, England, Russia, anybody 
Or any country will do, just so there is 
death, devastation and carnage. The Amer- 
ican people are ready to fly at the throats 
of somebody. It is not a creditable fact. 
It's fot an amiable spirit. The only virtue 
in it is that the stronger the force the bet- 
ter they would be pleased. But “peace hath 
her victories not less renowned than war,” 
and a more amiable spirit would be infinite- 
ly more creditable. 

This is an exaggerated statement, but 
it has some foundation. All over the 
country the masses are discontented, 
and it will require very little to make 
them reckless enough to demand any- 
thing for a change. Four classes of 
our people want war—those who be- 
lieve that it is a patriotic duty to re- 
sent the insults and aggressions of 
Spain and Great Britain; those who 
think that it would expand our cur- 
rency and stimulate our industries, and 
finally those who seek profitable gov- 
ernment contracts, and also the desper- 
ate classes who have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose. 

It must be admitted that this feeling 
is very natural. Millions of Americans 
are tired of the depressing conditions 
of the past three years—conditions under 
which wage workers have been driven 
into forced idleness, while the producers 
have been denied a fair price for their 
crops. 

The desire for a foreign war is the 
outgrowth of every long period of hard 
times and discontent. In this country 
it is not without just provocation, be- 
cause both Spain and Great Britain 
have for many years shown no respect 
for our rights in Spanish-American 
waters, and the British have, moreover, 
openly defied the Monroe doctrine. 

But we cannot agree with the Kansas 
City paper that our people, as a whole, 
want war with any country, whether it 
is right or wrong. We believe that the 
majority of Americans desire peace 
with honor, and favor war only when it 
is necessary to maintain our rights, 


An Unfortunate Incident. 

The serious shooting of Li Hung 
Chang by a Japanese crank may embar- 
‘ass and retard the peace negotiations 
now going on between Japan and China. 

The Chinese ambassador is a famous 
statesman, highly respected in all civ- 
ilized countries. A murderous attack 
upon him while he was engaged in a 
peaceful mission cannot fail to excite 
sympathy for him and for the country 
he represents. It is all very well for 
the Japanese government to apologize 
and express regret for the occurrence, 
but the thing to do is to promptly ex- 
ecute the man who made such a wanton 
assault upon a visitor who was entitled 
to all the protection that could” be 
thrown around him. 

It is to be hoped that Li Hung Chang 
will speedily recover, and that China 
will not hold the Japanése government 
and nation responsible for the act of 
one man,,who probably acted upon the 
impulse of the moment. The Japanese 
are too far advanced in civilization to 
countenance either insults or violence to 
a peace commissionér of another nation, 
and the recent incident should be re- 
garded as an outrage committed by an 
individual who does not in any sense 
represent his fellow countrymen. 

The affair should have no effect what- 
ever upon the pending negotiations. 
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Tt is claimed that some patent medicines 
are worth two or three times as much in 
Mexico as they are in Atlanta. This is part- 
ly due to Joe Jacobs. But the pith of the 
matter lies in this—that the people of Mex!i- 
co are better able to pay the high prices 
than the people of this country are to pay 
the low prices.

The bowl 
and stem, ur shank, of the pi are made 
of some heavy, dark, mottled red stone, 
said to be red marble, but somewhat resenr- 
bling in appearance the red obsidian of 
which arrow heads are sometimes found 
about thé site of Indian villages. The stem 
part of the pipe is about eight inches long, 
and about an inch in diameter, from the 
tail end of which rises the bowl of the 
pipe, about four inches high and sTradually 
enlarging to the top to about one and a 
half inches in diameter, the opening in the 
bowl being small, the walls thick. The 
stem and bowl ae at right angles 
other, and the carved end of the shank 
jects beyond the bowl about an inch. 
The whole pipe is beautifully polished and 
displays nice adjustment of proportions and 
symmetry. Underneath the bow! of the 
ipe, gon the stem, is a well-executed carv- 
ng of a horse’s head and neck. And now 
comes the marvelous and curicusly inter- 
esting portion of the complete pipe: it is the 
stem proper. The stem is made of hickory 
or sone fine-grained hard wocd; is two 
feet long and ornamented with carving. 
This stem is about one inch wide and hul 
ai inch thick, the ed being rounded to 
make the upper and er surfaces oval. 
It is simply polished without stain and 
shows the grain of the wood rly.

Bishop Galloway's Interesting Lecture 
at the Methodist Church Last Nignt. 


HOW TO UNLOCK THE HEATHEN WORLD 


The Result of the War Means the Open- 
ng of the Chinese Empire to the 
Christian Missionary. 


A vivid and eloquent portrayal of the 
missionary work in China and Japan was 
presented to a large audience, at the First 
Methodist church last night, by Bishop C. 
B. Galloway, of Mississippi. 

Incidentally he discussed the character- 
istics of the two nations that are now war- 
ring in the east, and gave a detailed ac- 


count of the progress of Japan since the ad- 


vent of the missionary had carried into the 
homes and market places of that country 
the civilization of the western world. 

The address of Bishop Galloway was de- 
livered with tremendous effect, and the 
large audience withdrew from the church 
not only better informed as to the situa- 
tion in the east but with the missionary 
spirit aroused to the highest pitch of en- 
thusiasm. 

Quite a number of leading divines of the 
north Georgia conference were present 
at the lecture, and occupied geats in the pul- 
pit or within the chancel. Among these 
were Dr. Warren A. Candler, the president 
of Emory college; Dr. I. S. Hopkins, the 
president of the Technological school; Dr. 
H. C. Morrison, Dr. J. W. Heidt, General 
Clement A. Evans, Rev. J. B. Robins, Rev. 
T. R. Kendall, Rev. W. F. Cook and Rev. 
R. J. Bingham. 

After the preliminary exercises were con- 
cluded Dr. Warren A. Candler presented 
the bishop. In his brief speech of introduc- 
tion he stated that two great movements 
had sprung into vigorous life during the 
nineteenth century. These were Methodism 
and the missionary crusade. He referred 
to the tour of Bishop Galloway around the 
world and presented him to the congrega- 
tion as a man whose broad sympathies and 
intellectual qualifications fitted him in a 
peculiar measure for the mission that car- 
ried him beyond the seas. 

Bishop Galloway was in excellent voice, 
and his ready command of language that 
clothed in beautiful diction the reminis- 
cences of his trip and gave to his audience 
@ sentimental journey through the land of 
the mikado contributed to make the occa- 
sion one of notable interest to all who heard 
the lecture last night. 

The bishop began his lecture by saying 
that he esteemed it the greatest privilege 
of his life to make the trip that carried 
him around the world in behalf of the 
church to which he helonged, and that he 
further regarded it in the light of a great 
responsibility to thus visit the different 
mission posts in foreign lands and submit 
@ report to the church on his return... He 
made the trip in safety, without accident 
or serious incident, and he felt grateful to 
providence for the preservation of his life 
and health. 

In a splendid piece of word painting the 
bishop deseribed a brilliant suunset of the 
beautiful bays on the coast of Japan. The 
imagary of the description was such that 
much of the effect of the scene was trans- 
ferred to the minds of the congregation and 
they saw before them the gorgeous picture 
that was unrolled before the eyes of the 
bishop as his greeting to the fair land of 
the Japs. He construed this beautiful ori- 
ental sunset as an omen of his pleasant 
sojourn and of the brilliant triumph of the 
Christian religion in Japan. 

‘During the past twenty-five years,” said 
the bishop, ‘“‘the progress of the Christian 
religion in Japan has been a marvel. In 
1872 there were only three native Christ- 
ians in the country, and today there are 
38,000. The Japanese, in common with the 
rest of the heathen world, require not sim- 
ply the truth itself to be brought to them, 
but it must be in the concrete form; 
they must see it in the living examples of 
those who bring it, and for this reason the 
missionary is always under the restraint 
of living up to the truth he vreaches. The 
consecrated character of the missionaries 
in Japan was responsible for the glorious 
results which had been achieved in that 
country. It was claimed that trade and 
commerce had opened the ports of Japan 
but in reality it was the providence of 
God whose hand was guiding the mission- 
ary and shaping the destiny of that peculiar 
nation. The admiral of the first vessel that 
ever carried the missionary flag into Japan 
was a godly man and the vessel entered 
the port with an atmosphere of prayer em- 
bracing it. The entrance of the mission- 
ary marked the beginning of a new era of 
civilization. Old ideas and methods were 
exchaifged for new ones and in the course 
of a few years colleges and universities be- 
gan to spring up. Today the Japanese are 
far in the lead of the Chinaman. They 
have postal facilities, lines of railway and 
even electric light.is by no means a stranger 
in Japan. It was necessary for the mis- 
sionary to overcome ancient prejudice and 
traditional superstitions before the way 
could be blazed for the triumphant march 
of Christianity. In this connection the 
bishop narrated an incident of a young Jap 
whose father threatened to pierce him with 
a sword if he did not renounce the Christ- 
ian religion and wipe out,the disgrace that 
he had brought upon his family. The boy 
refused to give up his religion and the

Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter.

New York, March 2.—News from the 
planet Mars could hardly have excited 
more astonishment than did intelligence 
from Liverpool. Not the best guesser in 
the trade had for one moment expected an 
advarce of 7 points there, or anything like 
it, but it is “‘the unexpected which hap- 
pens,” so Liverpool today struck a pace 
whicn electrified New York and sent prices 
here 14 to 15 points above the last figures 
of Saturday. New York, the south and Eu- 
rope bought and Manchester was rather 
encouraging, silver was higher, shorts were 
covering freely in Liverpool and a good 
many of them here liquidated their inter- 
est. On the rise there was considerable re- 
alizing for local and southern account, and 
above half of the early advance was lost 
and ‘the close was barely steady, with 
sales of 185,700 bales. The receipts at the 
ports and the interior towns continued 
heavy, but the generality of the trade are 
in an optimistic mood and not disposed to 
take any account of the crop movement. 
The majority are willing to concede that 
the crop will be anywhere from 9,750, 
to 10,000,000 bales, but they add that the 
next crop is going to be something like 
3,000,000 bales less than this one, since 
equally favorable conditions for the raising 
of the crop are not likely, they argue, to 
recur during the coming season. The stock 
market and bond market are broader, Wall 
street is in a bullish mood, gereral trade is 
expanding and the country ds a_ whole 
feels in a more cheerful mood. In the 
meantime there is a strong bull party here 
ready to contest any material reaction. 
Spot cotton here was quiet and 1-l6c. higher, 
with sales of 1,175, including 75 for spinning 
and 1,100 to be delivereti on contracts.

Remarking upon the youthful appearance 
of Mr. Bradley, in spite of his advancing 
years, one of his friends said to him yes- 
terday, with a hearty shake of the hand, 
he looked ten years younger. 

“I am glad to hear it,” said the artist, 
smiling, “but I feel like Old Rip himself 
in coming back to Atlanta and finding 
everything so completely changed.

Mr. Bradley is rather tall in appearance 
and is slightly built. He has frequently 
been taken for Sol Smith Russell, and not 
a few of his old friends have noticed the 
resemblance between the two artists—one a 
master of the brush and the other a master 
of the dramatic art. The sly twinkle of 
the artist’s eye and the general contour of 
his face is not unlike that of the comedian. 

For several years Mr, Bradley hasbeen 
in charge of the art department of Har- 
pers Bros., one of the oldest publishing 
houses of the United States. 

“I have come to Atlanta,” said Mr. 
Bradley to a representative of The Constitu- 
tion yesterday afternoon, “not in my offi. 
Clal capacity, but in response to an in- 
Vitation that has come to me in person 
from President Collier, of the exposition 
company, asking for a conference in re. 
gard to an art exhibit at the exposition.” 

In regard to his southern trip Mr. Brad- 
ley stated that his object was a mixture of 
Pleasure and business. “In coming to At- 
lanta,”” said he, “it is chiefly pleasure. for 
it gives me the privilege of meeting my 
old friends and of knowing they have not 
forgotten me. I find that Atlanta has grown 
amazingly, and the old fields that I used 
to play in are now covered with beautiful 
homes, and I can only marvel as I gaze 
over the broad expanse of elegant buildings 
that have sprung up as if by magic, The 
growth of Atlanta has been truly wonder- 
ful and my heart has often turned fondly 
toward her in affectionate pride as I have 
read of her exploits in the newspapers.” 

Mr. Bradley was only four or five years 
old when he first came to Atlanta. He found 
the city in smoke and ashes, just as Gener- 
al Sherman had left it. He spent his early 
years in this city and graduated from the 
Boys’ High school. In 1886 he left Atlanta 
for New York and ever since that time he 
has been a resident of that city. 

Mr. Bradley will remain in Atlanta for a 
few days. He will probably return to New 
York the last of this week.

DRAGGED INTO COURT 


The Story of a Danghter’s Sorrow 
Revived by the Father. 


FILED A SUIT FOR A LARGE SUM 


We Bs for the Support of an Illegitimate 
Child, Now Ten Years Old—The 
Amount Is $1,200. 


A sensational suit for $1,200 was filed 
shortly after noon yesterday in the office of 
the clerk of the superior court. 

The suit is one which involves an illegiti- 
mate child, and is filed by the child’s grand- 
father and directed against the father of 
the child, 


The petitioner is A. J. Norton, of Cobb 


county, and the defendant is William M. 
Brown, formerly of Cobb county, but now 
residing in Fulton county and said to be 
a man of considerable wealth. 

The attorneys for the plaintiff in the case 
are H. B. Moss and Clay and Blair. It is 
alleged in the petition that William M. 
Brown is indebtea to the petitioner, Nor- 
ton, in the sum of $1,200. 

In paragraph one it is alleged that on 
June 9, 1885, Sophie Norton became the 


mother of an illegitimate child, which was | 


afterwards named Mary Rebecca Norton. 

The second paragraph charges that the 
father of the child was Wiliam M. Brown, 
and that this was never denied by him. 
It is also alleged that he fled the county of 
Cobb on account of a warrant which was 
sworn out at that time, or just previous to 
that time, by the mother of the child. 

It is further alleged that Sophie Norton 
swore out @ Warrant against Brown, who 
was then a single man but who has since 
married, in which she charged that he was 
the father of the child, and that it was to 
escape this warrant he fled the county. In 
less than a month after the birth of the 
child it is alleged that the mother died in- 
solvent and left no means through which 
the child might be provided for. 

The petitioner alleges that he took care 
of the child, though it was not incumbent 
upon him to do so, and that it cost him $100 
a@ year during the first five years, and 
during the last five years had cost him $140 
a year. The little girl is now ten years 
of age. This is the sad story that comes 
out after such a long time.

In Judge Van Epps’s court yesterday the 
Redwine bond case was taken up again. It 
will be in hearing for probably a week. 
Deputy Sheriff Welborn Hill, who is the 
deputy assigned to that court, is not per- 
mitted to preside on account of his relation 
to the bank and to the main stockholders. 

The street committee of the city council 
met yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock to de- 
cide whether or not every tree on the 
South Pryor street sidewalks from Mitchell 
street to Georgia avenue, should be cut 
down. 


Messrs. Tom Corrigan, C. C. Nichols, A. 
J. McBride, J. R. Holliday and others were | 


on hand to protest against the cutting of 
the trees. Ex-Mayor Goodwin, Dr. Noble and 
Mr. John Murphy were there, and desired 
the trees cut. These gentlemen claimed 
that the trees have been cut all the way 
as far as Fair street and that, inasmuch 
as the citizens up to Fair street have sub- 
mitted to the trees being cut, it would 
be unfair to them for the citizens from 
Fair street to Georgia avenue to refuse to 
allow their trees to be cut. The gentle- 
men who opposed the cutting of the trees 
held that the change of grade on Pryor 
street between Mitchell and Fair street ren- 
dered the cutting down of almost, if not 
quite all, of the shade trees up to that point, 
From that point on they claimed that as 
the grade was changed only slightly and in 
many places not at all, it would be 
very unwise to cut the trees. They claimed 
that if the trees were cut all the way out. 
and the new tiling sidewalk laid the whole 
Way, no human being could afford to 
walk on South Pryor street this summer, 
as the glare and heat would be intolerable. 
They pictured to the committee the cheer- 
less spectacle of a street without_one break 
of shade from beginning to end. They de- 
plored the necessity of losing any of the 
trees on Pryor street, which necessarily 
arose from the change of grade, and they 
begged that no tree in a healthy and good 
condition be removed from the sidewalks 
unless there was some good reason for its 
removal. 

Special attention was called to the very 
large sycamore trees in front of what is 
known as Dr. Thompson’s property. These 
trees -were planted by Dr. Thompson per- 
years ago, and are the 
handscmest in Atlanta. To ruthlessly cut 
down these magnificent shades the gentle- 
men claimed would be vandalism. They 
claimed that there is not a residence street 
in the United States. of any note, with the 
exception of Fifth avenue, New York, with- 
out shade trees. The street committee ex- 
pressed itself satisfied to save all the trees 
possible, provided it could do so. The 
clause of the ordinance which covers the 
removal of shade trees is couched in the 
following language: “That the citizens on 
Pryor street be instructed to lay a cement 
pavement the full width of the sidewalk 


from Mitchell street to Georgia avenue.” 
Mayor Goodwin held that this ordinance 


was sufficient authority for cutting d 
the trees, since the sidewalks could not be 


laid full width unless the trees were cut 
down. The point was raised by Mr. Tom 
Corrigan that if the trees were cut, the 
electric poles would aiso have to be cut. 

The street committee adjourned until next 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock, when it 
will take final action on the matter. 


TWO MORE PORTRAITS. 


The City’s Collection of Oil Portraits 
of the Ex-Mayors Is Growing. 
Two more oil paintings will decorate the 
walls of the council chamber after the 

next meeting. 

They are the portraits of ex-Mayors John 
Tyler Cooper and George Hillyer. It was 
during the prohibition era and the fight 
which preceded and followed that period 
that the two gentlemen filled the chair 
of chief executive. 

A year or so ago the general council 
adopted a resolution providing for a gal- 
lery of Atlanta’s ex-mayors, beginning with 
that of Mayor Formwalt, the first mayor of 
whom the archives of the city make any 
showing. Since the adoption of the resolu- 
tion the portraits of ex-Mayors W. A. 
Hemphill and James W. English have 
been hung wpon the wall of the council 
chamber. Two more have been completed 
by Mr. Guerry and they will be formally 
presented to the general council at the next 
meeting. Those who have seen the portraits 
say that they are the cleverest kind of 
work and that they will make a valuable 
addition to the gallery of portraits of the 
ex-mayors of the city. The portrait of ex- 
Mayor Cooper is especially fine and will 
be instantl} recognized by any one who has 
ever seen him. Both portraits are framed 
in good taste. 

Two more portraits of ex-mayors will be 
ready for presentation next month, and 
they are those of Luther J. Glenn, who 
served in ’58 and '59, and his son John T. 
Glenn, who served in ’89 and ’9%. The addi- 
tion of the father and son to the wall pic- 
tures in the city hall will make the galle- 
ry still-mearer completion and more worth 
observation. 
| There is a bare possibility that of the lot 
there will be one missing when the work 
is completed, from the fact that a good por- 
trait of ex-Mayor Formwalt cannot be ob- 
tained. A thorough search is now being 
made for one and the council committee is 
doing its best to secure it for the artist. 


ON TO KEY WEST. 


Henry M. Flagler Seems to Be Behind 
the New Road. 

Palm Beach, Fla., March 25.—(Special.)— 
There is every indication that a railway 
will be built at an early day from some 
point on the lower east coast of Florida 
across the many keys which skirt the main- 
land to the city of Key West. A survey 
for such a road was made some years 
ago and comptent engineers pronounced the 
,| project a perfectly practicable one. 

The distance would be considerably more 
than 100 miles and the road would require 
numerous long trestles: and bridges of iron 
and stone to withstand the storms which 
frequently Sweep over the gateway to the 
gulf of Mexico. H. M. Flagler, of New 
York, is at the head of the present enter- 
prise, but his agents here are not inclined 
to give out anything very difinite about his 
plans at yet. It is a fact that he has pur- 
chased one-half of Key Largo, at the foot 
or Biscayne bay, and the deed for it was 
turned over to him on February 28th. 

Key Largo is the first important island 
off the mainland at the southern end of 
Biscayne bay, and is one of a long chain 
of keys or islands extending southwesterly 
to Key West. In the county clerk’s office at 
Key West there have been filed within re- 
cent months deeds for small tracts of land 
On sixty-three different keys, all in the 
name of one purchaser, who is believed to 
be an agent of Flagler’s. In some instances 
the whole Key is bought. These tracts fol- 
low very closely the line of the old survey 
tor the Key West railroad. It is reported 
here that Mr. Flagler will build an immense 
hotel on Key Largo and all doubt has been 
removed from the report that he will build 
an extensive addition to the Royal Poin- 
ciana, at Lake Worth, an addition capable 
of accommodating 5300 more guests than 
have been there during the past season. 
This is to be completed and furnished be- 
fore December Ist next. 

It is announced here tonight, on un-

Of course when they went into the de- 
ails there were plenty of sensations sprung 
for, in backing up the general claims with 
the proof, some secrets had to be told 
which made the case all the more spicy 
and full of interest. 
Mr, Carroll Payne, of the firm of Payne 
& Tye, made a strong speech all forenoon, 
q@phasizing the right of the Western and 
Atlantic and the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis to boycott the Seaboard if 
thy saw fit to. He placed before the 
countiess affidavits to prove that the 
§aboard has been guilty of unpardonable 
mte robbery and general rascality. The 
aiidavits were of particular interest along 
this line, because of the amendment which 
the Seaboard attorneys tacked to their 
giginal bill rather suddenly in the morn- 
ing 88 SOON as the court had been called 


to order. 


This amendment was an offer to reim- 
purse the Western and Atlantic and the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis for 
all the loss that had been suffered in the 
wrong doings of the Seaboard’s subordi- 
nates. 

On the contrary the Seaboard had affi- 
davits before the court to show that the 
Atlanta and Florida had been guilty of 
the same offense charged against it—the 
offense of rehandling, business and chang- 
ing the destination of freight cars. 

The Seaboard made a vigorous attack 
won the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association and repeated the charge that 
itis an illegal association of railroads for 
the purpose of pooling rates in the dark. 
Great emphasis was put again by the 
Seaboard upon the terms of the contract 
that exists between the Western and Atlan- 
te and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
louis and itself pledging favorable and ad- 
Yantageous rates to the Seaboard as these 
toads would ever give to any other lines. 
This was answered by the other side un- 
dertaking to show that the court could 
not bind any road to go on doing business 
with another that by secret maneuvers 
Yolated time and time again the spirit of 
the contract. The law quoted to up- 


bel this principle was from one of the 
j federal statutes which says that a party 


famnot gain an injunction from a court of 
quity against another for violation of a 
contract unless the party come into the 
courthouse ‘himself with clean hands and 
good record. It was urged that the mere 
proposition now to make good the loss in 
the past to the Western and Atlantic can- 
mot be accepted as washing the hands in 
time. They must have been clean before 
the Seaboard came into court in compli- 
ace with the law. 

And thus the case went on. 

Judge Lumpkin called the court to order 
after disposing of the Chattahoochee river 
dectric railway case, which had been set 
fr the regular order of the day, and asked 
if the attorneys in the Seaboard Air-Line 
tallway case were ready. Both sides re- 
ended ready and without. further delay 
he hearing began where it had been left 
of Saturday.

“Fivery effort was made by us in the out- 
set to find if the charges against the Sea- 
a arenas were true or not. We went 

. y bottom of the charges as soon 
as they were made and found out to our full 
Satisfaction that such charges were well 
srounded and then—not until then—did we 
decide to withdraw our relations with a 
road that was robbing us so systematically 
&S was the Seaboard.” 

Al this point the speaker began to open 
voluminous affidavits to show that the 
charges against the Seaboard were true 
and to convict the seaboard of doing many 
things that deprived the Western and At- 
lantic and the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis of rightful revenue. 

“We have been deprived of that which 
was ours.”’ he said. Devrived of it secret- 
ly and to our injury. This has been going 
on systematically for months. Particularly 
has it been in practice since Mr. E. St. 
John has been brought down here by the 
Seaboard to take charge of the road as vice 
president. While I do not mean to charge 
that he was directing such practices, I do 
Say that it seems he wants to get business 
for his road fairly or unfairly. 1 know not 
whether he has been made acquainted with 
all the doings of his subordinates or not. I 
don’t care. The wrongs exist and the Sea- 
board has broken the spirit of the contract. 

“My brother Spalding says the Seaboard 
is the only friend of the people and all 
that sort of thing. Why, may it please 
your honor, does it stand to reason that the 
Western and Atlantic, a road without any 
direct line of its own to the west or to the 
south, simply running between: Atlanta and 
Chattanooga, would ever be guilty of cut- 
ting the throat of this town by a boycott 
against any other road or by any other 
means, and does it not stand to reason 
that it would only take the step it has 
when jit saw that it was a case of self- 
defense? 

“In the first place, we hold that the prac- 
tice of the Seaboard is doing Atlanta more 
harm than good. It is driving a blow at 
the vitals of the trade and commerce of the 
town by giving one or two dealers here 
favored rates, while the whole market must 
tremble and fluctuate and be unsteady 
to that degree that is doubtful and risky. 
It is wrong to the people.’’ 

Here Mr. Payne went into the affidavits 
before him. He had countless certificates 
going to show that a car had been started 
from this point or that in the northwest 
for some town near the South Atlantic 
coast and had been delivered to the Sea- 
board, which took it and changed the des- 
tinetion of the car entirely. The proportion 
of the rate to Atlanta over the Western 
and Atlantic is much higher than if the 
car went on to Jacksonville, and yet sev- 
eral cars directed to go to Jacksonville had 
been stopped in Atlanta by the Seaboard 
and had been emptied here. Now, if those 
cars had been originally billed to Atlanta 
the Western and Atlantic would have de- 
rived from $5 to $20 per car more on them 
than having them billed through to Jack- 
sonville, and when the Seaboard secretly 
retained the original bill and emptied the 
cars here to a few of its favored patrons the 
Western and Atlantic had been fraudulently 
deprived of what would have gone into its 
pocket but for such dealings. 

Affidavits from conductors, who brought 
freight cars here; affidavits from the yard- 
masters, who received them, and from 
Officials who returned them, showed that 
many such pranks were played by the 
Seaboard, and in every case the Western 
and Atlantic and the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis had lost anywhere from 
$12 to $20. 

Mr. Payne introduced a number of deposi- 
tions proving such wrongs, among which 
was an interesting deposition from Major 
Stahiman, commissioner of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Assoaciation. Part of 
this, however, was ruled out by reason of 
the fact that there was so much corrfe- 
spondence between the commissioner and 
Mr. St. John, the original letters of which 
had not been produced—simply multiple 
copies. 

An affidavit from Hugh C. Martin, in- 
spector for the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association, was also read, show- 
ing many violations on the part of the 
Seaboard of the rate agreement. 

Mr. Payne said the Seaboard could never 
ery ‘“‘broken contract’t with any right to an 
injunction in this case, with a record like 
this of breaking the spirit of the contract 

Mr. Payne’s speech. was well received. 
He brought out the guilt of the Seaboard 
in rehandling business very forcibly and 
with the abundant evidence of bills of 
lading and affidavits showing that the 
cars have never gone to their rightful 
destination, proved very strikingly that 
the Seaboard has been guilty of violating 
the regulations of rates. 

The speech was straight from the shoul- 
der and was full of pungent thought and 
sound law. 

Mr. King’s Speech in the Afternoon. 


One of the most forceful arguments of | 


the entire hearing was the speech by Mr. 
Alex King for the Seaboard. 

Mr. King spoke in the afternoon. He 
began at a quarter past 3 o’clock and spoke 
until after 5, and during all that time held 
the crowds in the courthouse at a high 
pitch of interest. 

Mr. King is one of the ablest railroad 
lawyers in the entire south. He has oft- 
entimes been engaged by the leading lines 
of this section in the courtrooms of the 


state and federal courts and has always 
made it hot for the opposing counsel that 
him at the bar in railroad litigation. 

He was easily at home, therefore, yesters 
day in a case of this kind and his speech 
from beginning to end abounded in epi- 
grammatic applications of law to facts. 

“We stand upon our contract with the 
Western and Atlantic railroad,’’ said Mr. 
King in the outset. “‘We stand upon it 
because it is backed up by the lease art 
of the state of Georgia which has the same 
provisions for all roads, at all times be- 
ing allowed equal rights in traffic dealings 
with the state’s own road. We stani upon 
it because down here in Georgia a con- 
tract stands for something. it stands 
for something better than the average 
page of disputed law. It takes a question 
Out of the reach of law and puts it in the 
Sphere of that higher law of man to man. 

“That contract was made. It has stood 
the test. The Seaboard has stood by it 
and the actions of the Western and At- 
lantic have always been in the light of 
the contract. It is more than a switching 
contract, as styled by Brother Baxter 
Saturday. There is a switching clause in 
it, but it goes further than that and has 
a clause that specifically says ‘‘we will al- 
ways give you as favorable and advanta- 
Beous rates, both through and local, as 
we give any of the other roads.” 

“Now, may it please your honor, could 
anything be more to the point. It has 
the words “through and local rates.” It 
is no switching contract. It means what 
it says and it says that the same sort of 
rates, through and local, shall always be al- 
lowed the Seaboard as are allowed other 
roads connecting with the Seaboard. The 
contract is specific. It is not general. It 
is fortified by the lease act of the state 
in 1874 and again when the lease was 
made in 1889. 

“It does not matter if there have been 
any slight irregularities in the regulaied 
rates of the associated roads. Even in the 
face of this, however, we have repeatedly 
Offered to pay the Western and Atlantic 
and the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louls what we might have been due, them 
on this score. But they have never taken 
What we offered them and they Lave 
swooped down with a suddenness frightful 
to contemplate and boycotted us. Yes, 
‘boycotted us,’ for though my Brother 
Baxter did not see fit to call it a boycott; 
I think I can show to your honor that 
it is a boycott in point of the law as well 
as in name. 

“The Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association has already been declared an 
illegal association by the interstate cqm- 
merce commission. It is sai dto have been 
organized for the good of the country and 
the burdened people of the land—for the 
trade and commerce of the south and for 
the philanthropic purpose of making all 
things work together for the good of suffer- 
ing mankind. 1 have no doubt the guilt and 
crime of all the crowned heads of the dark 
ages was called for the good of the people. 
No, this association is an illegal concern 
which works under cover to pool rates. 
Take, for instance, cotton, the greatest pro- 
duct of the south, and the roads have what 
they call the apportionment plan by which 
each road is allotted so much of the annual 
crop to haul. If that road gets above its 
rightful share it is ordered by the imperial 
mandate of Commissioner Stahlman to hold 
up and not serve the people as a public car- 
rier for awhile until the other roads catch 
up with it in getting their share of the cot- 
ton crop. This-is what is known as pool- 
ing. it is working together for the good of 
the roads, with the people left out in the 
cold. There is no doubt in the world about 
that: This association has already been 
held to be illegal. 

“To prove that this is a boycott, what did 
Colonel Thomas, of the Nashville, Chatta- 
noga and St. Louis, say when we asked 
him to treat with us? He said ‘No, no, lI 
cannot. I regret it, but Iam a member of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation and I must abide the ruling of the 
commissioner. Alack and alas! the day that 
the great presidents of the railroads of this 
land, the lessees of the state’s property, 
the Western and Atlantic road, have come 
to refuse to serve the people with the use 
of the roads as common carriers, forsooth, 
because there is an imperial mandate that 
is hurled out at them saying you must boy- 
cott this road or that. 

“Now, they say it is voluntary with the 
road whether it wants to go into the asso- 
ciation or wants to stay out. True! 

‘But to stay out means to put youself 
in the attitude of what is known to the 
czar of the association as an ‘offending 
line.’ We used to be in it. We found that 
it was working to the injury of our line 
so we stayed out and incurred the displeas- 
ure of the ussociation and the czar, and be- 
came an offending line. 

‘‘Now: how do they go about making these 
rates? Why, they say we have cheated 
them out of rates—out of money. Let me 
show you that they have lost nothing. 
They might have gained more but they have 
lost nothing. What do I mean? Well, the 
roads of the association agree to haul corn 
for a certain rate from Evansville to At- 
lanta on through billings to points beyond. 
They haul it for lower than they do if the 
corn is shipped to Atlanta to be stopped 
here. Then it would be local rates, and 
would be higher. About double. Now why 
should the roads make the difference? The 
expense for hauling is the same on the local 
haul. The mileage is identical. Thus they 
are not cheated out of any actual money 
when a car is shipped through Atlanta. If 
it is billed to Charleston and is stopped in 
Atlanta the roads above Atlanta get just 
what they bargained to get on the car ship- 
ped to Charleston. They must get what 
they bargained to get on the business.” 

The Judge’s Question. 

Here Judge Lumpkin stopped Mr. King 
to ask why the Seaboard had not let the 
Western and Atlantic know about these re- 
handilings and changing of cars from orig- 
inal shipments. 

“Why, we thought they acquiesced,” re- 


plied Mr. King. 

“Do you mean to say that you thought 
they would acquiesce in having their cars 
changed when it meant more money to 
them if the shipments had been made or- 
iginally to the points at which the cars were 
stopped?” 

Mr. King proceeded by saying that the

In Florida There Is a Report That It 
Wants Another Road. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 25.—(Special,)— 
The Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West 
railway, which runs from Jacksonville to 
Sanford, practically paralleling the St. 
John’s river, may become the property of 
the Seaboard Air-Line. It is said that this 
line, which is now leading the war on 
passenger rates from Atlanta northward, 
has big plans in contemplation wherein 
Florida is .interested. The rumor is that 
the Seaboard will bid for the Atlanta and 
Florida, and also for the Georgia, Southern 
and Florida. If it gets these two lines it 
will have a through line froth Flotida to 
Portsmouth, Va. Another plan, which it is 
said hinges on the purchase of the Geor- 
gia, Southern and Florida, is to build that 
road in Jacksonville. 

If these things come to pass, the Seaboard 
Air-Line would surely be a bidder for the

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The Atlanta Chautauqua Will Be Held 
If the People Desire It. 


ONE OF THE PROJECTORS INTERVIEWED 


Mr. F. B. Shepard Is Negotiating witb the 
Best Musical and Literary Talent 
of the Country. 


Hundreds of people in Atlanta who ‘enjoy- 


ed the last session of theAtlanta chautauqua 


assembly, held at Ponce de Leon springs, 
have been anxious to know whether or not 
the friends of that movement intend to hold 
a session of the chautauqua this year. 

It begins to look as if the people of Atlan- 
ta have at last commenced to open their 
eyes to the importance of this movement, 
considered by many to be the most impor- 
tant educational step of the nineteenth 
century. 

The chautauqua has gained a secure foot- 
hold in every part of the country except in 
the south and there is no reason why the 
people of this section should be averse to 
adopting an idea, no matter in what section 
of the country it originated, which means 
the diffusion of knowledge among the people 
and the general uplifting of the masses. 

For the purpose of removing all doubt 
as to what the friends of the chautauqua 
in Atlanta propose to do this year a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution called to see 
Mr. F. B. Shepard yesterday afternoon. 

Mr, Shepard is one of the best posted men 
in the city on this line, For several years 
he has been deeply interested in the chau- 
tauqua movement and has spent much of 
his time in arousing the people of Atlanta 
to an appreciation of the good results to 
be derived from the chautauqua assembly. 

Mr. Shepard Interviewed. 


“I believe,’’ said Mr. Shepard, “that, in 
the course of a few years, Atlanta will be 
one of the leading centers of the chautau- 
qua work in the United States. Our people 
are beginning to realize already the impor- 
tance of the movement and to give it that 
loyal support that all good enterprises de- 
mand from those who have the good of the 
community at heart. Atlanta never fails 
in anything she undertakes and I venture 
to predict, without extrayagant assertion, 
that the Atlanta chautauqua will be her 
crowning glory before the century has ex- 
pired. It cannot be achieved, however, with- 
out the co-operation of all who are interest- 
ed in the chautauqua movement and who 
desire to see it flourish in Atlanta in the 
Same prosperous measure that characterizes 
its growth and popularity in other sections 
of the country. No city in the south pos- 
sesses more culture or refined intelligence 
than Atlanta and in view of her vast finan- 
cial resources, there is no reason why she 
should not enjoy the distinction of being 
the southern headquarters of the chautau- 
qua, 

Only the Best Talent. 

“Only the best talent of the country will 
be secured,” said Mr. Shepard, “for the 
approaching session of the chautauqua, 
The details of the session have not as yet 
been agreed upon, nor has the location 
for the chautauqua been selected. This 
will come later. At present I am busy ne- 
gotiating with a number of the best lec- 
turers and musicians in the country. 
Among them are several who entertained 
the assembly last year, including Miss Mar- 
guerite Wuertz, the delightful violinist, who 
made such a pleasant impression upon all 
who heard her; Professor Samuel Phelps 
Leland, who delivered, perhaps, the most 
brilliant lectures of the’ entire session; 
Fred Emerson Brooks, the California poet; 
Rev. John DeWitt Miller, and the Schu- 
mann Male Quartet. In addition to these I 
am now in correspondence with Governor 
McKinley, of Ohio; Hon. W. J. Bryan, of 
Nebraska; ex-Governor Bob Taylor, of Ten- 
nessee; Dr. J. W. Lee, of St. Louis; Rev. 
A. W. Lamar, of Texas; one of the bright- 
est men on the platform; Professor J. G. 
DeMotte, illustrated lectures on chemistry; 
Herbert Stanley Renton, illustrated lectures 
on Hawaii; Dr. W. S. Curell, Davidson 
college, North Carolina; Dr. William H. 
Young, Athens, Ga.; Professor J. M. 
Rickel, University of Alabama, _ scientific 
lectures, illustrated; Rev. Samuel P. Jones, 
Hon. M .W. Howard, congressman-elect 
from Alabama on “The Lights and Shadows 
of Real Life;’’ Hon. J. C. S. Blackburn, 
of Kentucky; Mr. Fred D. Losey, imperson- 
ator; the famous English handbell ringers; 
Professor W. S. Wheeden, of New York, 
barytone, and Mme. Bailey, of Kentucky, 
song recitals in costume. 

Business Men to Be Canvassed. 

“Of course,’ said Mr. Shepard, “if the 
people of Atlanta do not respond with their 
assistance it will be impossible to hold the 
chautauqua this year. It is not a money- 
making scheme, and the men who have 
shouldered the burden of the enterprise 
have lost heavily. They have been influ- 
enced, however, by patriotic motives, and 
their desire has been to promote the good 
of the community. It is rather hard for a 
few men to bear the entire expense when 
a large number could divide it among 
themselves and by giving the movement 
their loyal support could make it a profit- 
able investment. In a few days the senti- 
ment of the leading business men of the 
city will be canvassed, and, if they desire 
to aid in the matter, the chautauqua will 
be held this summer; otherwise, it will fall 
through. It has been the experience of all 
chautauquas that for two or three years 
they have failed to meet expenses, but af- 
ter this they have yielded handsome profits 
to those who have been interested.” 

A Ladies’ Meeting.
